If you use your automobile for 
business, you need to keep careful 
records of its us¢ to maximize your 
deductions for that use. 

The easiest way to do*this is with 
the standard mileage rate, which has 
been increased this year to 40.5 cents 
a mile. Keep an auto log in your car 
so you can note where you went on 
business and how many miles you 
drove; note parking fees, too. Some 
people use the same log to note 
mileage for medical and charitable 
reasons, too. This is also deductible, 
though at a lower rate. 

The actual expense method may 
provide larger deductions, but not as 
much as previously, since deprecia 
tion deductions have been cut, espe 
cially for more expensive cars. This 
method requires that you note all 
expenses, from purchase, registration 
and insurance to all maintenance and 
each gallon of gas used. Unless the 
car is used 100 percent for business. 
the total must be divided into busi- 
ness and nonbusiness use of the vehi 
cle

‘To reduce impaired driving on 
our roadways, the Wilmington 
Police Department will join 
more than 270 local police 
departments and the 
Massachusetts State Police in 
the Governor's Highway Safety 
Bureau's (GHSB) You Drink & 
Drive. You Lose. Mobilization 
from December 19 to January 
1, 2006. The GHSB is a program 
of the Executive Office of 
Public Safety. 

"During this holiday season, 
we'll conduct extra traffic 
enforcement to look for 
impaired drivers, as well as 
those who speed, drive aggres- 
sively, and do not use safety 
belts and child safety seats," 
said Chief Begonis. "We want 
everyone to be able to have a 
safe and enjoyable holiday sea- 
son with family and friends." 

Historically the holiday sea- 
son between Thanksgiving and 
the New Year is one of the 
deadliest and most dangerous 
times of the year on the 


nation's roadways, primarily 
due to an increase in drunk dri- 
ving. Alcohol was involved in 
forty-three percent of the 476 
motor vehicle-related fatalities 
in Massachusetts in 2004. There 
were two motor vehicle-related 
fatalities in Massachusetts dur- 
ing the two-day Christmas holi- 
day period in 2004. 

"To ensure a safer holiday 
season, we will have extra 
patrols across the state looking 
to identify and apprehend 
impaired drivers as well as to 
enforce all our traffic laws," 
said Colonel Thomas Robbins, 
Superintendent of the 
Massachusetts State Police. 
"The public can help us by 
reporting suspected drunk dri- 
vers with a call to 911 as well as 
by always wearing their safety 
belts - that is definitely your 
best defense against a drunk 
driver." 

Récently the battle to reduce 
drunk driving in Massachusetts 
got an important boost with the 


adoption of Melanie's Law. 
This legislation strengthened 
the drunk driving laws of 
Massachusetts, especially the 
consequences for repeat drunk 
drivers. Yet even first-time 
offenders can be affected by 
this new legislation. For 
instance, anyone who commits 
manslaughter while operating 
a motor vehicle while under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs is 
subject to a minimum man- 
datory five-year prison sen- 
tence and 15-year license sus- 
pension. 

The Governor's Highway 
Safety Bureau along with state 
and local police provide the fol- 
lowing tips to stay safer this 
holiday season:

By a combined 60 points, the 
Wilmington High girls basket- 
ball team chalked up two more 
victories this past week to push 
their overall record to 5-1 on 
the young season.

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out hope that a strong win at the 
polls might lead to the calling of a 
second Special Town Meeting 
Hopes were dashed at Town Hall 
the evening of the election as the 
results were tallied. By nearly a 2 
to | margin, voters indicated that 
they were not in favor of a new 
library 

The general consensus of the pro- 
ponents gathered in Town Hall was 
that if the project had received 
more support from the Town's 
elected leaders, it would have stood 
1 better chance of success. They 
ilso felt that a significant amount 
of misinformation was being 
bandied about and was confusing 
the issue 

During the October Special Town 
Meeting, many opponents of the 
library project cited the need for a 
new high school, a fire sub-station 
for North Wilmington, and even a 
new Town Hall as priorities over a 
new library. Town Manager 
Michael Caira declined to specu: 
late, following the election results, 
what capital improvement might 
be next for Wilmington. 

Wilmington has been polarized on 
the library issue for the better part 
of a decade, and the scales have 
tipped from one side to the other. 
As recently as April 2002, Town 
Meeting voted to appropriate 
$550,000 to design a plan for a new 
library to built at the site of the 
Whitefield School, 

That vote, how was later 
rescinded during a Special Town 
Meeting that was petitioned by a 
group favoring the Swain School 
site. Current Selectman Suzanne 
Sullivan was one of the leaders of 
that movement. Ironically, while 
residents did vote to rescind autho: 
rization for the $550,000 appropria 
tion, those same residents also 
voted not to build on the Swain 
School site, With no appropriation 
and no site to build on, the issue 
was put to rest fora while. 

In August of 2004, the Board of 
Selectmen began to explore the 
possibility of purchasing parcels of 
land on each side of the current 
library. With an overwhelming 
vote of last week's Special Town 
Meeting, one of the parcels 
involved in those discussions will 
be purchased by the Town, 

In October of 2004, the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
voted to endorse the Swain School 
site for a new library. In doing so, 
the Board enabled the Board of 
Library Trustees to move forward 
in its efforts to seek a $3.4 million 
grant from the Massachusetts 
Board of Library Commissioners 
(MBLC) 

In April of 2005, Town Meeting 
voted to authorize the Board of 
Library Trustees to apply for the 
MBLC grant. 

After reviewing applications from 
41 communities, Wilmington was 
one of only seven communities to 
ye awarded a MBLC grant. The 
grant awarded to Wilmington was 
for $3.4 million, provided the Town 
was able to secure local funding for 
the remaining construction costs 
by January 7, 2006. 

With Wilmington failing to secure 
local funding, the $3.4 million that 
was available to Wilmington will be 
passed on to one of the 25 commu- 
nities on the MBLC's waiting list. 

275th Anniversary 

Wilmington celebrated its 275th 
Anniversary throughout 2005 with a 
myriad of community-oriented 
events, all of which raised funds for 
a tremendous parade. The 
Anniversary Committee even 
received a letter from President 
George W. Bush commending the 
‘Town on its Anniversary. 

The parade marched down 
Church Street on September 18th 
while thousands of spectators lined 
the sidewalks. WCTV filmed the 
parade and is currently offering 
DVD and VHS editions of the event 

Perhaps the most successful of 
the fundraising events; which 
included an Anniversary Ball, ath- 
letic events, and a car rally, was 
the sold-out Frank Kelley Roast 
held at the Knights of Columbus 
Hall. Everyone had an opportunity 
to take shots at the beloved WHS 
math teacher of more than 40 
years. The evening even marked 
the first time that 275th 
Anniversary Committee Chairman 
Jack Cusing referred to Mr. Kelley 
as Frank. 

Butters Farm 

The Town found out in November 
that the Butters Farm has been 
designated as one of the state's 10 
Most Endangered —_ Historic 
Resources of 2005. The list is com- 
piled by Preservation 
Massachusetts, the 
Commonwealth's only statewide 
historic preservation non-profit 
organization. 

“The fate of this community land- 
mark is in severe jeopardy” states 
Jim Igoe, President of Preservation 
Massachusetts, “Preservation 
Massachusetts along with many in 
the community feels strongly that 
the house in its current context be 
saved.” 

The land that the 300-plus year 
old home stands on is slated for 
development along with five other 
adjacent lots. 

Carolyn Harris, Wilmington 
Historttal Commission Chairman, 
hopes that inclusion on the Top Ten 
list will continue to heighten the 
public awareness of the situation. 

“It is a statement as to the his- 
toric significance of Butters Farm, 


not only to Wilmington, but to 
Massachusetts and to American 
history,” Harris said. “There are 
too few of these landmarks left.” 

The William Butters Farmhouse 
is a half saltbox house built by 
William Butters II in or around 1682 
and has been lived in continuously 
for more than 320 years. It is 
believed to be the second oldest 
house in Wilmington and the oldest 
unchanged dwelling. 

William Butter, father to William 
Butters II, was one of Wilmington's 
earliest settlers. He discovered the 
Butters apple, which later became 
the Baldwin apple, and a statue 
stands on the lot adjacent 
's Farm memorializing the 


William Butters II is believed to 
have been his only child and is 
believed to be the first white child 
born in Wilmington. He was part 
of the committee that negotiated 
with the Woburn minister for the 
separation of Wilmington from 
Woburn, He then served on 
Wilmington's first board of select- 
men. 

When the future of Butters Farm 
was first called into question dur- 
ing the Spring of 2005, the Town 
faced a deadline of 120 days to raise 
$450,000 to purchase and protect the 
site. The developer, however, gra- 
ciously agreed to extend the dead 
line for one year, giving the 
Historical Commission until June 
2006 to raise the necessary funds. 

The extension has provided some 
breathing room, but has by no 
means guaranteed the future of 
Butters Farm. 

Currently, some five months after 
an account was started, only 
$16,000, some of which are pledges, 
has been raised. 

“We would have to be pulling in 
roughly $40,000 to feel comfortable 
about our chances of raising the 
$450,000 in time,” Harris said. 
“But, we appreciate every penny 
that has come in. 

The deadline extension may have 
led some to relax their guard a bit, 
but the Wilmington Historical

Crystal Commons 

The Crystal Commons housing 
development slated for the former 
site of Diamond Crystal at 10 
Burlington Avenue, has garnered a 
number of headlines in 2005. The 
‘Town has been considering the pro 
ject and has been attempting to 
convince the developer, Tambone 
Investment Group, to reduce the 
density of the development 

The first Crystal Commons pro: 
posal consisted of three buildings 
with a total of 153 condominium 
units. The proposal presented to 
the Board of Selectmen in 
December 2004 consisted of 128 
condominium units in two three- 
story buildings. The current plans 
show 100 condominium units in two 
three-story buildings plu: 
townhouses on the 11.7-aci 
The site includes roughly 6 build- 
able acres, resulting in a yield of 


approximately 18,units per build-

able acre. 

The townhouses will be located 
along the Floradale Avenue side of 
the property, with driveways 
accessed by Floradale Avenue. 

Two members of the Board of 
Selectmen attempted to reduce the 
density further down from 108 
units. The developer did agree to 
bring the development down to 100 
units, but a majority of the Board 
of Selectmen did not feel that was 
enough of a reduction. 

The project is currently going 
through the Board of Appeals 
process. 

Town Center 

Wilmington's Town Center is 
poised to experience a number of 
projects in the very near future. 
‘The property directly across Route 
38 from the Crystal Commons site, 
which housed a hardware store for 
many years before the structure 
burned down, is permitted for a 
mixed-use structure to include resi- 
dential and commercial units. 
Additionally, a 2.8 acre parcel of 
land directly behind the Bank of 
America on Main Street may soon 
be the location of a housing devel- 
opment consisting of 21 condomini- 
um units within four buildings, The 
development would be accessed by 
Olsen Street, which runs between 
Wilmington's Post Office and the 
former fire station. 

An over 55-age restricted condo- 
minium development slated to be 
built less than a mile from the 
Town Center on the Yentile Farm 
property is currently going through 
the building permit process 
362 Middlesex Avenue 

A prolonged disagreement involv- 
ing, of all things, the number of 
parking spaces existing on the 
property of 362 Middlesex Avenue 
managed to occupy the Board of 
Selectmen, and Town Crier head- 
lines, for several weeks. The dis- 
agreement, which was sparked by 
Selectman Suzanne Sullivan's alle- 
gations that improprieties led to 
the licensing and permitting of a 
business located on the property, 
resulted in a site visit to the prop- 


erty so that the Board could physi- 
cally count the number of parking 
spaces 

The business in question is owned 
by, John Forrest, who also happens 
to own the property. He was grant- 
ed a Class II license from the Town 
of Wilmington for a business spe- 
cializing in providing electronic 
diagnoses of automobiles. 

Sullivan asserted during the 
selectmen meetings of March 28, 
2005 and April 11, 2005 that proper 
procedures were not followed and 
that it was negligent for the 
Planning Board not to have con- 
ducted a Site Plan Review of the 
property. 

Sullivan further asserted, as fact, 
that she had counted only 29 park- 
ing spaces on the property and that 
it would be impossible for a vehicle 
to enter the structure through a set 
of barn-style doors measuring four 
feet in width, 

Forrest had stated on his applica- 
tion that the property contained 52 
parking spaces. 

Sullivan also stated that a fenced 
off area of the property containing 
a number of vehicles and adorned 
by a sign reading “Holmes Pools” is 
an “illegal contractor's yard. 
Holmes Pools has occupied that 
site for approximately 15 years. 

Forrest refuted Sullivan's claims 
during the April 1th meeting. 
Forrest stated, on April 1th, that 
the lot has the capacity for 52 park- 
and has 39 to 40 parking 
spaces marked. Forrest also 
brought with him to the April 11th 
meeting photographs showing a 
Subaru Legacy Wagon entering the 
barn-style doors. 

“I do think certain favors were 
done and certain heads were 
turned certain ways to let this hap- 
pen,” Sullivan said at one point 
during the April 11 meeting. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
read a memorandum from the 
Building Inspector stating that the 
area occupied by Holmes Pools 
does appear to be a contractor's 
yard and that it would be investi- 
gated.

Sullivan's claims of impropri- 
eties, which appeared most often to 


most directly implicate 
Wilmington's Planning Board and 
Planning _ Director, coaxed 


Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Sorrentino to abandon the live 
broadcast of the meeting on WCTY. 
He drove down to Town Hall to 
defend his integrity. 

As a result of the discussion, 
which at times became raucous, 
the Board agreed to perform a site 
visit on Thursday, April 14. 

Though several different totals, 
ranging from 38 parking spaces to 
48 parking spaces, were reported as 
residents and selectmen performed 
individual counts, the existence of 
a total of 42 parking spaces was 
agreed upon in a count performed 
as a group. The group included 
Selectman Frank West, Selectman 
Michael Newhouse, and Selectman 
Suzanne Sullivan. Selectman 
Michael McCoy did not attend and 
Selectman Raymond — Lepore 
arrived some time after the count 
was completed. 

When asked about the gap 
between her original count of 29 
spaces and the agreed upon 42 
ces, as well as her erroneous 
statement that no vehicle could fit 
in the barn-style doors as they cur. 
rentl she dismissed both 
points as irrelevant. 

“The major issue for me is the 
illegal contractor yard,” Sullivan 
said at the time. “Parking spaces 
was not the reason why I called a 
site visit, I want the Board of 
Selectmen to see that this is an ille- 
gal contractor yard.” 

During the April 11 selectmen 
meeting, Forrest offered to rip up 
his Class II license if the selectmen 
counted no more than 29 parking 
spaces and he challenged Sullivan 
to resign from the Board if they 
counted more. Sullivan did not 
accept his challenge. 

As an end result to the matter, 
Holmes Pools was found to be an 
illegal contractor's yard and was 
forced to re-locate his business 
elsewhere.
